INTRODUCTION 


This annuat pubficatfon presents In 
seasonally adjusted form selected statistical 
Indicators of Victorfan economic activity. 
Presentation of series in seasonally adjusted 
form serves as an ald In statistical 
Interpretation and analysis. The serfes are 
shown as originally compiled and as seasonally 
adjusted, both In tabufar and graphicat form, 
covering where possible the past 15 years. 


2. Most of the serfes Incfuded In the 1983 
edition have been retalned. Manufacturing 
production - plastics and synthetic resins, has 
been excfuded. No new serfes have been 
Included. 


3. The seasonally adjusted series 
published by the ABS are calculated by computer 
methodse The basic seasonal analysis program 
employed Is the X-11 Varlant of the U.S. Bureau 
of the Census Method II seasonal adjustment 
program, a brief outline of which may be found 
In the notes on "Seasonal adjustment methods! In 
Seasonally Adjusted Indicators, Australta, 1983 
(1308.0), which presents In seasonally adjusted 
form selected statistical 
Austratian economic activity. 


Indicators of 


4, In most instances, the alm In compiling 
monthly or quarterly economic time serles is to 
provide evidence of movement - to Indicate the 
effects changing conditions have on the activity 
described, and In so doing, signal what might be 
likely to occur In the near future. Seasonal 
adjustment ts a technique desIgned to aid these 
processes of analysIs and Interpretation. 


Be The technique Itself Is based on the 
fact that most economic time series exhibit 
regular or predictable fiuctuations assoclated 
with the cafendar. Such fluctuations may occur 
for a varlety of reasons. They may simply 
reflect the seasons and related weather 
conditions, e.g.e the production of many rural 
commodities. On the other hand they may reftect 
traditionat behaviour assoclated with the 
calendar and the various soclat, business, and 
administrative procedures attached to it. The 
effects of Christmas and the associated holiday 
season can be Identified In most economic time 
series. Variations [In the number and 
composition of days In the month (or quarter) 
also affect serles - these 'trading-day' 
variations can be estimated and removed afong 
with the seasonal. 


6. It should be noted that seasonally 
adjusted flgures Include short-term fluctuations 
which are not {inked to the calendar In any 
predictable way. The effects of such spasmodic 
events as Industria! disputes or unusual weather 
conditions are still present In the adjusted 
figures, as are statistical errors of 
measurement such as sampting errors. Moreover 
most serfes are subject in varyIng degrees to 
erratic ebbs and flows characteristic of the 
activity belng descrIbed. The presence of these 
irregutar components In the adjusted serles 
should be borne fn mind when interpreting 
short-term movements In the seasonally adjusted 
figures. Particutar points to be considered 
when using seasonally adjusted figures are 
{tsted In the section on ‘Interpretation of 
seasonally adjusted statistics’. 


Te Explanatory notes on the nature of the 
statistical serles inctuded in this publticatfon 
are given in Appendix A, together with 
references to pubfIcatfons containing more 
detafled information. 


8. it should be recognised that seasonal 
adjustment may be carried out by a number of 
accepted procedures, each of which can be 
expected to yield results differing in greater 
or tesser degree from each other. In 
Interpreting particular seasonally adjusted 
statistics it Is Important to bear [n mind the 
methods by which they have been derived and the 
limitations to which the methods used are 
subject. Detalis of the methods of adjustments 
applied to Victorian series, which are given In 
Appendix B of this publication, together with 
the explanation given In the notes on ‘Seasonal 
adjustment methods' in Seasonally Adjusted 
Indicators, Australia, 1983 (1308.0), are 
Intended to serve these purposes. To assist 
further in Interpreting seasonaily adjusted 
Victorian serles, details of selected measures 
of vartabillty are provided in Appendix C of 
this publication. 


a. Current ortginat and seasonally 
adjusted figures for most of the serftes Included 
tn this pubiication are pubtished as they become 
avalfable In the Monthiy Summary of Statistics, 
Victoria (1303.2). Figures for some series are 
atso published In the retevant monthly and 
quarterty ABS publications. 
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INTERPRETATION OF SEASONALLY ADJUSTED STATISTICS 


Users of seasonally adjusted statistics 
should bear the followIng points In mind: 


Seasonal adjustment is a means of 
the estimated effects of normai 
seasonal variation from statisticat series, so 
that the effects of other [fnftuences on the 
serles may be more clearly recognised. 


1. 
removing 


2. In the adjustment of certain 
statistical sertes pubiIshed, adjustments have 
been made for the effects of some caiendar 
varlations, for example : 'trading-day’ effects, 
(for instance having four or five Fridays In a 
particutar month); and the effects of movable 
hoildays, ifke Easter and Austratia Day. These 
adjustments have been made where warranted by 
prior analyses. Since these adjustments 
materlatty affect the results, users should 
particularily note whether or not these calendar 
adjustments have been made to particular series. 


3. Seasonal adjustment does not remove 
Irregutar inftuences which may be present In any 
particufar month or quarter, such as the effect 
of a major Industrial dispute or abnormal 
weather. 


4. Since seasonaity adjusted statistics 
reftect Irregular movements as welf as trend, 
they may not be the 'smooth' serles the user may 
expect, and an unexpected upward or downward 
movement in a seasonatly adjusted series does 
not necessarily denote a change of trend. 


5. Seasonality adjusted serfes can oniy be 
used approximately as measures of trend. 
Interpretation of movements fn the serlfes 


requires careful Judgement on the part of the 
user, which must be based efther on accurate 
knowledge of the Influences affecting the series 
or on the extent to which the adjusted serles 
has shown Irreguiar movements In the past. 


6. Some series are subject to farge 
trregutar fluctuations and particular care 
should be exercised in interpreting 


month to month or quarter to quarter movements 
In these series. 


The methods of seasonai adjustment 
empfoyed allow for gradual changes In the 
seasonal pattern, so that current figures are 
adjusted In accordance with the estimated normat 
seasonat pattern of the recent past. However, 
the methods used may not give an adequate 
adjustment If there shoufd be an abrupt change 
In seasonal pattern that cannot be quantified or 
a sudden change In the nature of the series. 


7. 


8. The methods have required Judgement to 
be used In the choice of certaln specI fications 
though once the specifications have been chosen, 
the adjustment of the statistics proceeds each 
month without subjective judgement having to be 
used. For thls reason the adjusted serles are 
atways In a sense estimates, and are not 
definitive statistics In the same sense as the 
orftginai statistics are. 


a Seasonaity adjusted statistics witli be 
revised foliowIng revisions to the orlginal data 
and as additional data are brought Into the 
anatysIs each year. 


10. Users shoufd take care when performing 
arithmetic transformations on two or more 
seasonally adjusted series. As ali seasonally 
adjusted serles contalIn some degree of 
estimation error it Is possftbie for these errors 
to accumutate during the transformation. The 
ortginal series produced by simtiar 
transformations may not, tn particutar 
Instances, contain significant seasonatIty. 


For these reasons, therefore, It would 


be neither reasonable nor prudent to regard 
seasonal} adjusted _serles as In an wa’ 
'definitive'. They must be treated with caution 
as_betng no more than usefui Indicators of 
movements. They can without doubt be a useful 
aid to criticat interpretation, but can_In_no 
way be a substitute for It.

Whereas on an arithmetic scafe equal distances represent 
equat amounts of Increase or decrease, on a iogarIthmic scate equal distances represent equal rates 
of Increase or decrease. The siope of a graph on a seml-iogarithmic chart Indicates the growth 
rate. 


GROWTH RATE PROTRACTOR 


A growth rate protractor Is available for users of this pubticatton. The protractor has 
been constructed for use with the semJ~-logarIthmic charts shown on pages 45 to 47 to assist the user’ 
to measure average annual growth rates. It can be used over any time span, Including the whole of 
the time perlod shown on the graphs, although rates Indicated for any period jess than three years 
are Ilkety to be Jess accurate than those observed over longer perlods, and tess reievant fn the 
context In which growth rates are usually considered. 


In use, the protractor should be ptaced over the seml-jogarithmIc chart selected with Its 
zero point over the chosen starting point on the graph and Its vertical IIne parailef to the 
vertical {Ines on the chart. A growth rate reading is then taken at the point on the graph at which 
the observation Is Intended to end.

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METHODS OF ADJUSTMENT EMPLOYED 


The seasonally adjusted serles given In this pub!Ication and In other publications of the 
ABS have been calculated by means of computer programs of the Census Method If, X-!1 Variant (for 
monthly series) and the X-11Q Variant (for quarterly serles}). As described In paragraphs 16 to 19 
of 'Seasona}! adjustment methods' In Seasonally Adjusted Indicators, Australla, 1983 (1308.0) the 
manner In which these programs have been employed for each serJes depends on the selection made from 
among alternative optional procedures allowed for tn the programs. The selection of specific 
program options for each Individual series has been gulded by InItlal analyses usIng standard 
options, as well as evidence from speclal analyses. 


2. Moving averages for trend In monthly serles are options speclI fled In accordance with moving 
averages selected by the X-1! program In analyses made beforehand. Moving averages for monthly 
seasonal factors are standard (3x5-term) except where alternative options are specIfled. The X-110 
program has onty standard moving averages for trend (5=term) and seasonal factors (3x5-term). 


3. Users should particularly note whether use has been made of tradIng-day adjustment and of 
prior adjustment for the effects of movable holidays, namely Easter and Australia Day, since thelr 
application can materlally affect the results obtained and the Interpretation to be placed on them. 
Adjustments for trading-day effects of movable Easter and Australia Day hol!days have been app!led 
to serles where specla! analyses made beforehand have shown that varlations, arising from these 
effects, In the number of trading or working days In the month have slgnificantly affected the 
series. For some of the serles subject to tradIng-day adjustment, however, the results of analyses 
have not warranted further adjustment for Easter or Australia Day effects. 


4. in seasonally adjusting the serJes by means of the X-11 and X-11Q programs certaJn program 
options not referred to In the fotfowIng table were used. Details of these options are: 
(a) Multiplicative adjustment has been used for afl serles. 
(b) Trading-day adjustments, where appl led to monthly series, have been based upon prior dally 
welghts dersved from analyses made beforehand and applied to the entire series. Where 
trading-day adjustments have been app!led, atlowance for the length of month or quarter has 


been combIned with trading-day factors. : 
{c) LimIts for the graduated treatment of extremes of 1.5 and 2.5 standard errors have been 


used for all serles.

The measures of varJabIfity refvating to the orlgInal, seasonally adjusted, and trend serles 
exclude the effects of abrupt changes In level for which adjustments have been made, and sImilarty 
those for the seasonal factors do not Include the effects of abrupt changes In the seasonal pattern. 
This excfuston means the measure (estimated over the whole serles) for the seasonal factors reflects 
only the seasona) behaviour Identifted after the last abrupt change In seasonal pattern.
